Some 
one said they onght not to b« seen to- 
gether and so they went up North ave- 
nue, where they met Thlel. The witness 
explained that at three o'clock the next 
morning he crawled out ol bed and took 
the dynamite and bombs back ot Ogden's 
Grove and went there on May IT and 10 
with a police ofBcer and obtained the 
bombs and dynamite. 


The witness said he had belonged to 


the North Side Socialistic Group which; 
met at No. 28 Clybonrne avenne. Tiey* 
drilled there nearly every Monday night, J 
irithguns. The latter were kept at the 5 
witness' house. 
He explained that ten 


dollars, was raised from the sale of beer 
at a dance at Floras Hall, on West Bake
